“Edward Corrigan, the veteran turfman, 
iffered a hemorrhage this afternoon while 
Churchill Downs watching the work of his 
irses, and nearly bled to death. The blood 
(wed from his nose six hours. He now' lies 
4t the Galt House so w’eak that he cannot 
Ik above a whisper. He is in a serious 
condition, as the least excitement may cause 
lother hemorrhage and a second attack, the 
)i. tors say, will prove fatal. 

Mr. Corrigan was attacked while bending 
^Ter to look at the hoof of a horse that had 
,«o ne lame. He noticed a spot or two of 
on the hoof and paid little attention 
•to it. As the blood same faster, the horse- 
still paid no heed, refusing to do any- 
ihing to stop it or to have medical atten- 
tion.

Ucr.r.-, manager of the Corrigan string, took 
matters into their own hands and called a 
dottor from town. "'.Vhen the physician ar- 
rlv d Corrigan could not talk and was very 
iTBik.

The blood started at 3 o’clock 
and was not stopped until 9.
